More travelers say TripAdvisor blocked warnings 


Website pledges more

Dawn Allison didn’t know when she 
went to the ladies’ room at Rams Head 
Tavern south of Baltimore that just two 
days earlier a woman had found a hid- 
den camera on the floor near the toilet 
and gave it to police. 

Allison and her family had been to 
the restaurant several times, celebrat- 
ing Mother's Day and other family occa- 
sions. She never dreamed anybody 
would be spying on her while she was 
using the bathroom. 

She found out through a newspaper 
story a few weeks later that the owner of

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the restaurant — a well-known busi- 
nessman in the community — had been 
charged with six counts of secretly 
videotaping women with their pants 
down. 

“The first thing I wanted to do was to 
make sure this was on TripAdvisor 
warning people of what was going on,” 
said Burgess Allison, her husband. “I 
posted a short blurb that basically said, 
‘Oh my goodness, this guy is running a 
Peeping Tom camera.” 

Within a day, the post was deleted. 

An email from TripAdvisor to the Al- 
lisons, who share a TripAdvisor ac- 
count, said it didn’t meet the website’s 
guidelines. 

Until then, the Allisons, a couple in 
their mid-60s, had been frequent Trip- 
Advisor contributors.

Thon Maker was heading to his 
car when he spotted a homeless 
man. Maker didn’t shield himself 
behind headphones or shift his 
gaze away. 

“Can you grab me a meal?” the 
man asked. 

Maker could. He wouldn't ask 
how the man got here, or what his 
story was, or why he wasn’t at a 
shelter. It was cold out. This per- 
son was hungry. And Maker could 
help. 

“I just walked inside and got 
him a meal,” the 20-year-old cen- 
ter for the Milwaukee Bucks said. 
“Something as simple as that — it’s 
going to take you three minutes to 
place an order and pay for it and 
leave. You have that money.” 

We are in the season to be 
thankful, and it goes without say- 
ing that members of the Bucks 
don’t have to worry about food or

Frugal alum 
wills $13M 
to ‘my kids’ 


In life, Leonard Gigowski ran a corner 
grocery store. The bachelor loved ball- 
room dancing and pigeon racing. 

In death, he found a way to help gen- 
erations of students pay their tuition at 
St. Thomas More High 
School, his own alma ma- 
ter back when it was 
called St. Francis Minor 
Seminary. 

This quiet and frugal 
man left $13 million in a 
scholarship fund that 
covers up to half the tu- 
ition for needy students 
who don’t qualify for the private school 
choice program and its state aid pay- 
ments. 

“He lived a very simple life, nothing 
extravagant whatsoever in his lifestyle. 
For the most part, he saved his money 
and wanted to provide a legacy, which 
he did,” said Larry Haskin, Leonard’s 
lawyer and friend who helped him set 
up the Leonard Gigowski Catholic Edu- 
cation Foundation. 

Leonard was 90 and still in his New 
Berlin home when he died of cancer on 
July 21, 2015. He never married or had 
children. All but one sibling preceded 
him in death.
